My Lord, Tehran, February 5, 1904. 

T HAVE the honour to transmit herewith copies of two despatches ftom His 
Majesty's Acting Consul at Resht respecting the purchase by the Russian Bank of the 
Kazian-Resht Road, and its unsuccessful efforts. to prevent the aecoptance by’ the 
Customs of the notes of the I:nperial Bank of Persia. 

Kazan is, Lshould mention, situated on the eastern side of the’ lagoon forming thy 
arhour of Enzeli, and tho construction of the direct road from it to Resht about 
20 miles inland, will greatly shorten (he present circulions and tedious journey by boat 
from Enzeli to Peri Bazar.

The Vazir-i-Afgham conceals under a yery quiet and retiring exterior a great 
capacity for intrigue, and is said to be by no means devoid of political ability, He has 
hitherto aifected pro-British predilections chiofly, I imagine, from personal. hostility to 
the Atabeg rather than to his policy, and has’ always inaintained friendly, but not 
intimate, relations with his Majesty's Legation, 

In the influential position which lie now occupies, but with which his ambition 
will probably not allow tim long to rest eontent, he may, perhaps, be of some use to our 
interests.

I TRANSMIT to you herewith a copy of a note from M. Naus, and of a telegram 
which he has addressed to M. d'Hoedt, respecting the importation of goods duty free for 
the shopkeepers attached to your Mission. 

It. may perhaps be as well that T should remind you of the general principles 
governing the importation of goods duty free for the use of foreign Representatives in 
Persia, as some misconception appears to exist on the subject. 

Th most countries the exemption from customs duties is personal to the Ambassador 
or Minister, and docs not, strictly speaking, extend to his staff, though it is customary for 
Lim to import as “destined for his own use,” goods required by his Secretaries or 
for his household, In Persia the privilege is granted by Article VI of the ‘Treaty of 
‘Purcomanchai to all the members of the Russian Legation, as well as to Russian Consuls, 
Dragomans, &e., subject to the grant of reciprocal rights to the corresponding Persian 
ofl «|, under the most-favoured-nation treatment 
clause in our ‘Treaties, to British Diplomatic and Consular officers also. I should mention 
in this connection, that the Persian Goverament has in the past challenged our right to 
claim this exemption as more than a courtesy, since we do not, as is the practice of the 
Russian Government in Russia, reciprocate it in the case of Persian or other foreign 
Consular officials in the United Kingdom ; but that we have contested this contention on 
the ground that we accord it to Persian Consuls in India. oth in our ease and in that of 
the Russian Legation, the Persian Government refuses exemption trom duty to (a) officials, 
whether Diplomatic or Consular, who are Persian subjects; (6) foreign’ subjects in the 
serview of the Minister or Consul, but not actually members of his staff, eg., domestic 
Sorviuutsy whether private or paid by Goverament, who would be required to. pay duty on 
all asticles tnyported by or for them, unless theis toasters declared thens as for their own 
uuse, ‘his Intter provision, which exists in all countries, is a reasonable one, as it is 
impossible, or at least very difficult, for a Minister to guarantee that persons in the 
position of je servants. will not in for the purpose of retailing 
them, Every. importation eifected, wtiother by s Tis Majesty's. Minister, or by 
any of the Diplomatic or Consular offers setvinis under me in, must, however, 
form the subject of a special application for exemption from duty, which is, of course, 
immediately granted, to. the Ministew of Customs at 'Pehran, or, in the case of Consul 
officers residing at ports or at and frontier stations, to the local customhouse, which is 
empowered to admit them duty free 

Tw the caso of your Mission, a general order was given, soon after its arrival on the 
Persian fronticr, for the exemption from customs daly of yoods destined for it, andl it 
would appuar that, until quite lately, such goods have sfered with, ‘The

Privilege, anil that in saying that your expression of belief iu their innocence, however 
sincere in your owit mind, was not 9 conclusive refutation of the charge, M. d’Hoedt 
Had not intended to ny doubt of its good faith, “A st nt made by 
Colonel MeMation,” scelleucy, ‘as regards himself or one of his officers, would 
naturally be incontrovertible; but he intzht quite conceivably be mistaken as to the 
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honesty of a native pedlar, and M. d’Hoedt was within his rights in asking that his own 
reasons for differing from the Colonel's opinion on the matter should be heard by him.” 

I explained to M. Naus that the shopkeepers attached to your Mission were, in 
accordance with the system prevalent in Tadia, supplied by Government with the goods 
which they retailed (at a small profit to themselves) to the soldiers forming your escort 
and their followers that they were subject to your authority, and could be punished by 
you for olfences against the laws, aud tliat I fell certain that you. would not permit them

Confidential Diary from Mojor Burton, His Majesty's Acting Vice-Consul at Mohammerah. 


I WENT to Dizful on the 1st January. ‘The town appears to be more prosperous 
and is much larger thon Shuster ; it is well situated along the left: bank of the Diz River; 
many of the houses are fine and built of brick, ‘The streets are broader and less filthy 
thon those of Shuster. 

The Deputy Governor of Arabistan, lately appointed by Sular-ed-Dowleh, is Yamin- 
i-Nizam; he appears to be a pleasant and clever young man ; he talks French, and was 
some time back in command of the troops at Sliuster during the visit of the Salared- 
Dowleh. It is hoped that he will maintain order, as he has done wel till now. 

‘fhe Yamin-i-Nizam came through from Khoramabad with the assistance of the 
jgwand tribe, and by accompanying their annual migration, Khanjan Khan, one of the 
st influential of their Cl with 
‘This tribe is now on its good behaviour; its winter quarters stretelt as far as Susa 
i the Diz ond Kharkhar Rivers; and they are thus less independent: than the 
Dirckwand, wh never emerge from the mountains. 

1 sent tor the Chief, Khanjan Khan, to come and meet me at Susa. Owing to the 
Jatcness of the rain and consequent want of grazing, the tribes liad not yet come dawn to 
the plains, but, being in cliarge of the sowars employed at Dizful, he had pitched his tents 
at Pa-i-Pul, on the Kharkba River, He is in charge of the country round Dizful nnd 
suid to be about to be given the zuarding of the frontier by the Customs, 

This mau, Khanjan Khan, is said to be the ablest of the Lur Chiefs; the rest ave 
described us mere savages. I imagine, however, that if furly treated, they will be found 
to be better than they are made out’ by the Persians, whose Government infects all its 
subjects with its own poison 

He came to seo me some days after I reacked Susi, f asked him if it was possible 
to open, and keep open, the road to Khoramabad. Ie said it could bo done ifthe same 
number of men who had been employed by the Ain-ed-Dowleh were agiin put in charge 
of it, that is, 40 horsemen and 140 foot; when these guards ceased to be paid the road 
was again closed and caravans plundered, 

He said hie could answer for the remaining Chiefs ; there were three tribes only to be 
reckoned with. ‘There could be no difficulty with his own; the Balranawand were not 
actually on the road but lay in the west of it; the Direkwand would, he thought, surrender 
or be extinguished, iu which case a part of them would join his own tribe, and the 
remainder be deported. But if they remained they would tike their share of the road, 
‘The Bairanawand would also have fo be employed. 

The Sagwand would supply sowars as far as the Abs 
towards Khuramabad; the Bairsnayand and Dir 
marches of difficult country in the mile, 

‘The cost locally of sowars would be 30 to 35 towans u-year; of footm 
jomans aeyear each; but this could not be finally: decided ‘till all the CI 
consulted. 

The Sazwond tribe could supply all the labour required to build the road and 
caravanserais, 

Tasked what would happen to the road if any of the tribes were in rebellions he said 
that the remainder would Keep it open, and that once opened it would not again be 
closed, provided the tribes were properly treated ; the Persian Governnuent never earried 
out its engagements.

T returned to Nasisi by Susn, along the left bank of the Shaour River. ‘The country 
is quite level, and the only inidge required would be over the Shaonr at Saiad! Khali 
point near where I forded it bout 10 miles north of the most eastern tend of the Karkhar. 
Or the right hank of the Shnour which is practicable for wheels, though somewhat 
longer. 

‘here is grass and water throughout, and Arab camps in the vicinity of the road, 
exevpt on the stretch from the Karkhar to’ Nasiti, about 20 miles, which i3 waterless but 
generally covered with grass, Vast flocks of sheep are seen throughout, 

‘Phe distance from Kaleh Kasim to Nusiri by this road is about 90 mites; the portion 
north of Sus also has water and inhabitants. 

‘The castle built by M. de Morgan at Susa is a strong and imposing structure; it is 
built niostly of the large bricks dug out of the Susa mounds with walls G fect to $ feet thick, 
and towers with « command of 120 fect above the plain, 

Testands on the niound said to contain the castle of Susa, which’is rapidly disappearing, 
some 400 such with 60 trucks being daily at work; of these labourers about 100 are of 
the Sngwand tribe. 

‘The castle is being daily improved and strengthened, and is strong enough to resist 
attack execpt by axtillory; ft contains no water, which has to be brought from the Shaour 
River, which encircles the mounds of Susa from north to south-wes 

Its erection was ay ubsolute necessity, and the nucleus was built in four months; the 
Freneh Scientific Mission when it first began work being attacked almost every night. 

M, de Morgan now occupies an exceptional position, and is much respected and 
trusted by the local Arab and Lur Chiefs and the Wali of Pusht-i-Kub, 

Wien the present operations against the Lurs are concluded the negotiations about 
the road could be beguii at once; but Lynch Brothers’ General Manager should be present 
to carry’ {hein outs no one else ean do anything except talk to no purpose. 

T heard on the 11th Janary that the Wali of Pusht-i-Ruh had been authorized to 

in with the Bartansauid aud Direkwand tribes; and that 700 or S40 of the Sagwand 
would join \iimsell fending some 7,000 men, ‘The general opinion seemed to be 
that he could finish the business, and that the Direkwand should. be deported to other 
parte of Persia.

He evidently has ideas of comprehensive nature, his scheme extending to the 
allovial plain between the Diz. and the Karkhar Rivers, 

Although be told me nothing, he has told other people that he intends to return in a 
year and begin work on the Shuster and Abwaz dams. 

He intends, no doubt, to get a Concession, and move European capitalists to embark 
in the undertaking, which will be a very gigantic one if carried out fully, 

Tam told the Customs Administration intend to institute a post a few miles north of

THE successes of the Japanese at Port Arthur and Chemulpo hiave been hailed with 
much satisfaction by the Persians, both here, and, so far'as I can judge fom the reports 
of His Majesty’s Consuls, in the provinces ; ind while the strong sjiontancous sentiments of 
sympathy for Japan in which many of them indulge in conversation with myself may to 
some extent be prompted by an impression that they will be agreeable to mo, they are, T 
Ihave little doubt, genuine. 

A leading Mollab here informed Mr. Grant-Duff thet public prayers were being 
offered in the mosques for the success of the Japanese arms; and the war is certainly 
the universal topic of eager conversation in a society which two or three years ago seatecly 
knew of the existence of Japan, 

‘The excitement aroused by it is, T am told, greater than that eaused by our South 
Afiican reverses, for though many Persians: were glad, especially in the entourage of the 
late Grand Vizier, to see the weakening of a Power which they had been taught to. rezard 
41s a danger to their interests in the South, the traditional fear and hatred of Russia is. 
far'stroniger and more deeply-rooted sentiment thaa any entertained towards ouisolves, while 
the thought that she has suffered defeat at the hands of an Asiatic Power strikes « chord 
of hope and pleasure in the Persian heart which no Boer feats of arms could inspire, 

Official Persin, of course, observes a certain reserve, and a memorial service at the 
Russian chapel for the Russian victims of the first attack on Port Arthur, at. which 
blessings were naturally invoked on the Russian armies, was, I understand, attended by 
some minor Persian funetionaries ; but the message sent me by the Shab, as repoited in 

ram No. 19 of the 12th instant, intimating doubts as to the trustworthiness of 
the war news supplied to his Minister nt St. Petersburg, and the open sind contemptucus 
expression of disbelief with which His. has, I” hear, since received the announee- 
nent of alleged Russian victories, are significant of the secret hopes and sympathies of this 
Court. 

Few Persians seem to realize that the war, if England was drawn into it, might 
finally affect the Middle East; and the only suggestion ever made to me as to ils 
exercising a possible influence upon Persia was one which fell from the Ala-ul-Mulk, 0 
more effecting, and, as an ex-Ambassador, a better informed man than most. of his 
countrymen, to the effect that if Russia were seriously weakened by the presentjstruggle, 
she might, at its close, find it convenient or be compelled by un Intermational Congress to 
come to a general settlement of all Asiatic questions, either’ with ourselves or with 
other Powers, which might include, amongst other arrangements, a partition of the 
Persian Monarchy. 

‘The Russians here are nervously sensitive to the injury to their prestige which is being 
done by the spread of the war news in the bazaars of Persia, chiefly by means of the 
Reuter telograms—Linglish copies of which are supplied to the Tegilions, the Persian 
Government, and to a limited number of !ocal subscribers; and in order to counteract the 
effect thus produced, tlie Russian Legation has arranged for the publication by the Russian 
Banque d’Escompte of a daily “Telegram sheet ” from St. Petersburgh, which appears in 
French and Persian, and subscription to which costs only half as much as subscription to 
alt lace ‘These telegrams are not very skilfully drawn up, Russian reverses 
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being too palpably slurred over, and Japanese reverses exaggerated, and the whole being 
thixed with news purporting to come from other capitals, descriptive of the general 
sympathy and admiration evoked by the triumphs and noble conduct of Russia. [ 
transmit herewith a few samples of this production, to which is annexed a brief Memoran- 
dum by Mr. Churchill. ‘The misrepresentation and suppression of unpleasant facts are 
more glaring in the Persian edition than those which the editors venture to offer in the 
French one to the French-speaking European and Persian public; but few even of the 
pure Persians are deceived by them, and a Mujtehed recently sent to ask me if we could 
not arrange to publish a Persian translation of the Reuter's telegrams, as the Russian news 
shects were so inconsistent with the particulars he had obtained in the best-informed 
wuarters, and so obviously cooked and misleading, that he did not eare to go on buying 
them, A curious feature in these Russian telegrams is a tendency to represent Great 
Britain as disapproving of the conduct of Japan, stress being laid on the protest of our 
naval officers against the attack on the Russian s| at Chemulpo, and on the assistance

As regard the Hashmat-ul-Mulk himself, T learn from his confidential agent here that 
he bus mude desperate efforts to escape coming to Teliran for the meeting of Governors, 
alleging first the usual pretext of ilLhealth, and next. the inexpediency of his leaving 
Scistan in the present aoute condition of Anglo-Russian rivalry in that district. iis 
efforts, hive, however, completely failed, the Ain-ed-Dowleh's Secretary: having informed 

t that the Hashmat must come even if he were dying, and that his 
obedience will be rewarded by his returning with many honours to Seistan. I havo 
thought it best under existing cirevmstances to make no direct inquiries about his 
movements. 

Like the Zil-es-Sultan and the Hashinat, the Valiahd long resisted the summons to 
the capital, and, in fact, actually went to bed for a time on the plen of severe illness, His 
reasons appear to be distrust of the ‘Ain-ed-Dowleh, who is suid to favour the claims of 

‘ounger brother, and the belief that when lie arcives he may be kept at Tehran. From 
our own point of view such an arrangement would certainly be preferable to the residence 
of the Heir-Apparent at Tabrecz, where he is constantly terrorized by the proximity of 
Russia, and by threats on the slightest provocation that the Cossacks will be brought 
across from Julfa, Mr. Wratislaw reports that, without any real liking for the Russians, 
His Royal Highness stands in very great awe of them. It seems unlikely, however, 
so conservative a statesman as the Ain-cd-Dowleh would favour sueh a breach with tradition 
as the severance of the Valiahil’s connection witl Tabrece, 

‘The Governor of the Gulf Ports, the Salar Moazzem, who hiad algo been summoned, 
has, 1 am informed, been ordered to remain at his post, in view of operations which have 
heen decided on against the Beni ‘Truf tribe. ‘These Arabs are in rebellion against the 
Persian Government between Mohammerah and Hawizeh, and when 1 was in Arabistan, 
rendered communications between Ahwaz and Hawizeh impossible. ‘Two and a-halt 
companies of infantry and two guns have been ordered from Bushire to Mohammerah to 
co-operate with the foree already under the command of Sheikh Khazal in reducing them 
to submission, 

‘The ex-Grand Vizier has now concluded his pilgrimage to Mecca, and after visiting 
the Prophet's tomb at Medina, proposes goiig to Kerbela, whither the Imam-iJuma of 
Kermarahah preceded him a few months ago, in order to try and influence the Mujteleds 
in his favour, 
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Tt seems quite clear that the doubts which I expressed in my despsteh No. 3, 
Persian Gulf, of the 21st November last, as to the authenticity of the sentence of excom- 
munication alleged to have been issued against him, were well founded, and that the 
document was a forgery whose real author, or at least instigator was, I suspect, the Moin 
ul-Mulk. The ex-Atabeg has, Iam told, received an order to remain for the present in 
Trak Arabi, and will probably reside pending further developments at Kazimain 

So far, taking his work as a whole, the Ain-ed-Dowleh has not done so badly- He is 
very industrious, too much so, even in small matters of detail, and since he received the 
tiile of Grand Vizier, or rather Prime Minister, for as a Kajar Prince he cannot be given 
the designation of Sade Azam, he has concentrated all power into his hands, almost os 
completely as his predecessor, and reduced the Couneils about which there was so much 
talk at the time of the fall of the Atabeg, to nullities. His efforts to introduce economy 
have already given offence to the Turkish courtiers, and seditious pamphlets and satirical 
verses have begun to appear against him, but be professes to treat them with contempt. 

‘Phe clerical party is quiet; some interest has, lioxever, been aroused! by the appear- 
anos in a Tehran newspaper, the * Norouz,” ofa letter (of which I inclose a suramary) by 
the son of one of the leading Mujteheds, which openly ailvocates the doctrines of Pan~ 
Islamism, and depreciates the present Persian Government. Agha Najefi is still detained 
here, He has sent me several messages, and Mr. Churchill has paid him a visit to return 
his compliments on my behalf, but { have avoided a personal interview with bim. He 
talks of « pilgrimage to Meshed, but is anxious to return to Ispahan before going there, so 
ag to avoid the appearance of exile, or of a compulsory journey 

‘There ae many rumours of impending changes in ministerial and administrative 
appointinents, but they are none of them sufficiently trustworthy for it to be worth while 
troubling your Lordship by repeating them,

Koran, 

Unfortunately, we Moslems of to-day do not observe that unity, and it is deplorable 
to seo the differences and want of combination which exist among us. O Mostems, open 
your hearts for a moment and recognize that itis obligatory for you all to put 
aside your differences, whether you he Shiahs or Sunnis or anything else; that is, 
you must not allow your differences to keep you apart and cauxe quarrels among you. 
Remember the word “Unity in your struggle against anbelit, and do not abandon, 
Islan 

Those slio know the Europeans see how they united, whether Catholics, Pro- 
testanty, Orthodox, or of any other persuasion, and how many thousand persons and what 
vast sums of money are devoted to the propagation of theit faith, and how they all unite 
against Islam, 

Has the recent war in Crete been forgotten, where the Christian nations all 
combined against a Moslem population and how they humbled Islam ? 

‘The two great Moslem nations have to-day recognized this and haye come to 
a friondly understanding, but as the progress of every State is to a great extent in the 
hands of the Sovercign and great officers of State, we must here recognize that we aro 
fortunately blessed by a Sovereign and Government which show every desire to advance 
those objects and, God be praised, have never fallen short in their daties, ‘The fault is 
therefore ours, and it is time to recognize our shortcomings. But we are truly a 
despicable people, who assimilate the viees of others and render up to them our virtues, 
and still are proud of our doings, We go to Paris but learn nothing. We have intro- 
duced no industries and are dependent on foreigners. We are 10,000,000 of people and 
{yet cannot produce a fraction of the necessaries of life. 
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Ail these evils are the result of our want of unity which brings about all this misery, 
but it is not.a few persons without combination who ean remedy the evils, but unity and 
concord is absolutely necessary if we wish to see our faith and country by slow degrees 
resume their original greatness.

i hands of Ali Ashor Khan, Atabeg-i-Azam, although a strong party at Court, heated

The Mansuri Sheikh gave evidence before the Turks as to the border between his 
people and the Kubati. Agreed to take bim out to-morrow and confront him with the 
Quatati Sheiih on the ground, Received information that the Shajefi (subdivision of the 
Monsuri Subaibi) in Wadi Tokar and Wadi Sabr had been tampered with by Turkish

‘The Mansuri Sheikh declared 
He sutectanee’ of the fist statement. hich, he sai, implied thet the British boundary 
vas at Mufitis, as the Shajefi were a sub-section of the Mansuri, Informed ‘Turks that 
further discussion was useless, and that we should be obliged to put forward all the 
official British claims which included the Abl Shab, ‘This evidently, had some effect on 
the Turks, who had some private conversation with the Kubati Sheikh, Qn arrival at 
Nijd Mutarid, he changed his manner and admitted that the Shajefi in Wadi ‘Tukar wero 
Mansuri, and that his boundary ran from Nijd Baru to Ras Tukar, thence to Nijdl Husen, 
and thence to Nijd Mutarid. Discussion ax to Shajefi in Wadi Sihr was postponed ns 
the day was for advanced, It was clear thot the Turkish Assistant Commissioner, Zia 
Effendi (vide Commission’s No, 937 of the 20th October, 1403), was at the bottom of the 
extraordinary attitude of the natives.

Arabs to adopt a more reasonable attitude, ‘They sulisequently returned, bringing a Syed 
who lived in the Humedi country, His evidence rather went to confirm the contentions 
ofthe Jurabi. ‘Turks then proposed to bring the Humedi head Slieikh, accompanied only 
ly the Syed, to confront one Jurabi Sheikh and the keeper of the shrine of Sanawi, and 
10 take the statements of both after swearing them ou the Koran, 

The evidence of the Humedi aud other Arabs pointed to the irrevoncilable attituile of 
the Humedi Sheikh being the secret work of Zia Kffen 

March 9.—Vurks did not come with the Humedi Sheikh as arranged 
AUdul Kowi, of the AhI Shab, came to inquire if we had agreed to Shab being 
‘Turkish limits. Replied that nothing had yet been settled between us and the Turks. 
He asked leave to endeavour to settle the dispute and ilood feud over the water ab the 
supporting column camp. ‘Told him we should be delighted if hie succeeded in making 
ppsice in a matter which had so divided the Jurabi section involved. 

March 10,—Sheikh Abdul Kowi failed to make settlement between the disputant, 
‘sho showed signs of reopening the quarrel, Seut for them and made them give hostages 
to insure their keeping the peace during our stay in their neighbourhood. | he cause of 
Ue fresh quarrel being that one side had used the water for irrigating theit fields, while 
forcibly preventing their rivals from using it according to the custom of the country, as 
jointly agreed upon between them, Captain Redl, with party, went to make the offenders

__- March 1).—Report that the Humedi were intriguing with bad charaeters among the 
Subaihi with a view to making a hostile demonstration against the British camp at night 5 
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also that the Turkish Commander at Taiz was marching in the direction of Jabal Makatra, 
the people of which were supporting the Humedi in their truculent attitude. No news 
from the Turks, 

‘March 12.—Wrote to Turks recalling that they had not yet fulfilled their engage- 
ment of the 8th, the work of the Commission having thereby come to a standstill, 
They replied that the Humedi Sheikh would only consent to come if confronted with Atawi 
and other Sheikhs who lived far from, and had no connection with, the Humedi border, 
Wrote telling them that the work of the Commission could not be delayed by this frivo 
lous attitude of their Sheikh, and that unless he kept to the original arrangement we should 
he obliged to set forth officially our claims, which migiit exceed the present most reasonable 
demands of the Subaihi, Turks then kept their engagement. Both Commissions, with 
Sheikhs from each side, visited the Wadi Ma’bak, when after a couple of hours’ discussion, 
some approach to the truth was elicited along some 2 miles of the frontier. 

March 13.—Met the Turkish Commissioners at Misbana by appointment. The Salihi 
Sheikls who accompanied them apparently had been taught to make vague and sweeping 
claims as to the territory of the Sultan of Turkey. ‘They evaded answering questions as to 
the tribal boundary between them and the Subaihi. ‘The evidence of the latter was clear, 
precise, and convincing. 

Proceeded to Mola’ and Auja to interrogate the inhabitants of both places, when the 
Sheikh of the Humedi, whom the Turks had undertaken not to introduce into the 
discussion, suddenly appeared on the scene with over 60 armed followers. ‘Turks professed 
to be unable to explain their arrival, but there seemed good reason to suppose that it was 
by their secret orders. Their Sheikh, when asked how he claimed Auja, a was cut off 
from the regular Humedi district, retused to answer, ‘This being the result of some weeks? 
tient inquiry and forbearance on our part, informed ‘Turks that we would not be 
Justified in wasting more time in bootless inqui nd that we felt forced to officially 
exchange aud home the just Subaili claims, although we had been prepared to 
sacr some of them in order to come to a settlement on the spot, We reminded them 
that they had not, after « fortnighv’s delay, taken steps to advance the survey in the 
Wadi Mu’bik, and that we must explai c situations to our Government, Agreed to 
meet to-morrow to exchange views on ihe whole subject,

"IN forwarding copies of the joiutly-signed maps of the entire Amiri border and part 


of the Haushabi border, with a detaifed description of the same, 1 feel that no apology is 
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required for sending them so late. The difficulty of making, in the field and without 
proper appliances, the six cop'es for the six Departments of Government with which we 
communicate, and additional ones for our Turkish colleagues, is considerable. 

Making ‘arrangements for survey of such a nature as to insure the safety of our 
surveyors, Keepirg up relations with the border Arabs with view to ascertaining the truth 
as to the boundary, and carrying on negotiations with the Turks, account for most of our 
time, Remaining for any length of time in one place in order to. bring our mapping up to 
date is incompatible with our endeavour to finish the south-western delimitation to the sea 
in what remains of a cool season, atid to shorten the stay uf our escort and the troops 
supporting the Commission in the low-lying portions of the Subaihi Tihama, 

2, So many sections of the Amiri boundary have alveady formed a subject of official 
correspondence that there seems no necessity for now entering into detailed comments on 
that portion of the frontier.

this point no decision has been mrived at, and we have therefore agreed that the matter 
slioll be dealt with by the Turkish Commissioners, They, however, declare that the 
Humedi Sheik will give trouble; that they are therefore unable (o denjolish the 
tower unless they receive more categorical instructions ; and that they have wecord nuly 
sent a telegram to the effect that, ‘Although the Humedi claim the hamlet of Auja, 
the evidence on the subject adduced by them is deficient, and, further, the hamlet is 
separated from Humedi territory.’ ‘The inference from this is that Auja lorms part 
of the Subaibi canton, and solution of the question will he siuople if the ‘Turks are 
sent instructions accordingly. It is already almost out of the question to demmreate 
the length of frontier now remaining, some 60 miles in a straight line to the sea, 
and in consequence of the heat it will soon become physically impossible even to 
survey it.

for the information of the Marquess of Lansdowne, copies of letters, dated the 
1Sth September and Gth October, 1903, reporting on the incident at the time of its 
occurrence, Iam also directed to forward copy of a Report by Major Cox, dated the 
Sth February, 1202, containing his observations on the allegations in the French 
Memorandum, which was communicated to him on his arrival in this country on 
furlough. 
Tt will be observed that the French Memorandum states that the men wer 
liberty by the British Consul on the 12th September. But, according to Major 
Report, that was the date on which the negroes, haying left tle shelicr of the Britis 
Consulate, were arrested and conveyed to the French Consulate; and from that date 
Major Cox appears to have incurred no further responsibility in connection with the 
man claimed a French subject. The ot man was manumitted, as stated in 
Major Cox’ telegram of the Ist October, on his release from the confinement in which 
he had been kept at the French Consul’s request 
ing regard to the circumstinces in which the negroes took refuge in the

Arrangements are being made by 
me for the establishment of post of native infantry and a supply depot at Rasarah, 
whence the Commission will draw their supplies on reaching the neighbourhood of 
‘Duran, troops on the present line being then all withdrawn. It is also hoped that it will 
be found possible, after the Commission has passed ‘Turan, to dispense with the supply 
column, which would in that case be embarked at Rasarah, the Commission proceeding 
with native infantry estort only, some native troops being also employed in main- 
taining communications. Whether these arrangements are practicable must. essarily 
depend on the attitude of the tribes and the Turks. In any case, however, I am 
strongly of opinion that by the end of this month at latest all British troops must be 
withdrawn. In the event of further difficulties being raised by the Turkish Com- 
missioners, I hope Government will authorize Colonel Wahab to proceed without 
them, in which event, if Commissioners think it desirable, we might claim the 
Humedi.

HAVING been requested by Mr. Parry to report on the present state of the 
Bakhtiyari road between Alwanich aud PulicAmarat, [herewith report as follows the 
places thar I consider require especial attention, as they are in a much worse condition 
than when [last travelled over same in 1901. 

Alwanich—"This ascent, being a short ascent from the plains of Arabistan, is in no 
worse condition than last report, but the clearing of a few stones off the road would 
hake it more traficable. From thie ascent to the foct of Jamu Climb road. good. 

Jaru Clinb.—From the foot of this climb to the top the road is ina very bad 
condition, much worse than in 1901, the path being cut up very badly, large stones

Godor-i-Balulak Bridge.—Upon inquiry of bridgemen as to which end of the bridge 
the counting for toll purposes of the cattle was taken when the tribes were migrating, to 
the hills for the summer months, they informed me it was at the south-eastern end 
of bridge. ‘This I consider should uot be allowed, ‘The counting should be taken at 
north-western end of bridge, before the cattle cross the bridge, 

‘The counting when taken at the south-eastern end of the bridge finds the bridge full 
of cattle, and those near the south-easter; end are all on te move in an excited state to 
get through. 

‘This I consider is the cause of the bridge being worn more at this end of the bridge 
than the other, 

If the counting of the cattle was done at the north-western end of bridge—that 
Defore they go over the bridge—the eattle could be got over the bridge soon, and. th 
would be less wear and tear, and the weight would be equally distributed and give the 
bridge a fairer chance. To have the bridge full of catile, and those all pushing agains. 
one another to g oss, is not this bridge a fair chance, ‘This is a matter 
which requires attention, and I think the Bukhtiyari Klaus should be informed of this, 

I watched several caravans of mules loaded with piece-goods, thirly to sixty of 
them, passing over the bridge, and there was but very little vibration, hardly 
perceptible—and this was before I repaired the rowlway ‘over the bridge,’ 1 alio 
watched twenty colis, ‘They went at a canter over, and then the Inidge vibrated very 
miuch ; 80.1 think that if traffic fs only regulated there would bo but. very little damage 
done to this bridge, 

Pul-i-Amarat Bridge. —The approach from Mulwari to this Inidge is yetting ent up

Bakhtiyari Road.—1 inclose Lerewith my Teport on the condition of the Baki 
track from Ahwaz to Isfalinn, which T trust will meet with your approval, As soon as T 
have the time T shall make out a Report for the Minister, in accordance with your 
instructions. 

Owing to detention at Aliwaz, Twas ymable to meet all the Khans at Char Kor as 1 
had hoped to be able to do, as they had dispersed to their villages before T arrived at 
Dopultin.

I directed Mr. Churehill to reply that I would be obliged if the Persian Govern- 
ment would embody this view in an official note, as I should then be iu a position formally 
to demand cqual treatment in military matters with the Russians, and to request that, a 
number of British officers und non-commissioned officers corresponding to those of the 
Cossack Brigade and invested with equal commands should be employed in. the Persian 
army.

Persian Government's refusal to admit certain rifles and cartridges for His Majesty's 
Legation, 
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‘As the explanations of this decision then requested have not yet been supplied, 
though aiearly two months have elapsed since they were asked for, I lhare the honour to 
eel he demand made by Mr. Grant Duff, In doing so, T cannot but express my own 
furprise that a permission which has never before been refused, and the grant of which as 
saree tlendly Governments is deemed on both sides a matter of course, should now 
be for the first time withheld, 

‘The rifles are, na your Excellency is aware, intended for the use of the Legation 
‘guards and gholams who here, as in other plnees, form the personal escort of the British 
Representative, and who require that their arms should from time to time be renewed. 
Hay necessary itis that these sonars should be supplied with weapons in the execution 
fol their duty i ovident from the fast that only a year ago, dasing the Government of the 
Asated-Dowleh, the British Government Sowar, earrying our despatehes from here to 
Dushire, was wighin a feir months twiee attacked and on one occasion severely wounded 
by brigends in the Province of Fars, and that in_the month of Shaaban last, shortly 
PfovecL myself passed along that rond, and notwithstanding the able and successful 
meayures adopted by tho Ala-ed-Dowleh against brigandage, auother of our gholans 
twas fired at by robbers between Puzeb and Zerghun, 

"Apart from this consideration, hoxever your Excelleney is aware that on no previous 
oecacitn have difficulties been made as regards the admission or renewal of rifles and 
eoeaeinition for the detachments of Consular guards, which in. some eases, as at Bushire, 
Have exiated almost from the beginning of our relations with the Persian Government, 
tal it seoms a little difficult to reconcile its sudden change of attitude in a trifling 

ii tar of this description with the courtesy aul friendliness whieh have, within my own 
perience, always characterized its intercourse with Tis Majesty's Legation.

the Russians of the right to build a telegraph line along the Azarbaijan Road, conceded to 
ther by His Majesty the Shah two vears ago, vou expressed some doubt, ay to whether 
such a right had really. been conceded by the Persian Government to the Russians, 

Thave, therefore, the honour to inetose a translation from the Russian of the Article 

the Azarbaijan Road Concession of 1902, which authorizes not only the establishnient 
by the Russians of the telegraph line along it, but also the acquisition by them of State 
lands required for the purpose. 

Though His Majesty's Government might have preferred that His Majesty the Shah 
should not have given the Russians this telegraph line to their frontier, still, since the 
Persian Government found it convenient or advisable to do so, we did not protest, or seck 
To embarrass His Majesty in the matter. Why, then, should the Persian Goverment 
listen to remonstzances of the Russian Government on aceount of a telegraph line from 
Kashan to the frontier of India, which concerns their interests a8 little as the line from 
Kazvin to the frontier of Russian Trans-Caucasia does oitrs?

ON the 16th October, 1897, when negotiations between the Persian Government and 
certain foreign capitalists for raising a loan on the security of the customs were under 
discussion, Mr. Hardinge, Her late Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires, was instructed by the 
‘Marquess of Salisbury to request an asstirance from the Persian Government that under 
ho circumstances would the customs of Southern Persia be mortgaged to a foreign 
Power. 

He did so in the following terms : 


[Mr, C. Hardinge to Mushir-ed-Dowleb, inclosing Memorandum dated the 16th 
October, 1897.] 


‘The late Mushir-ed-Dowleh replied to this note in a communication of which the 
following is the exact text 


[Mushir-ed-Dowleh to Mr. C. Hardinge, received the 23rd October, 1897.) 


In the course of the negotiations which led up to the conclusion of the Russian 
Tian Agreement of 1900, repeated reference was made to this guarantee by my predecessor, 
‘and a copy of it was, us appeurs from our archives, formally communicated to the Atabeg 
Azam on the 10th December, 1899, in reply to « request by his Higiness, 

When the Rossian Loin Agreement of 1900 was published it appeared that: the 
customs excluded from the guarantee were those of "Fars and the Fersiny Gulf?” 
Unless, therefore, the words “customs of Fars anil the Persian Gulf” are to he understood 
as an equivilent of the words “customs of Southern Persia,” it would appear that the 
Persian Government broke its pledge, and placed some of the enstonichouses of Southern 
Persia, i.ew, those situated not on the actual coasts, Lut in the interior of Arabistin and 
Vohichistan under the contingent supervision and control of the Russians, ‘The British 
Govermnent, unwilling to believe that that of Persia had committed such a breach of fhth, 
assuined that the term “Fars and the Persian Gulf” covered the whole of the Southern 
customs, iv, those of the three proviuees of Arwbistan, Furs, and Baluchistan, whose 
coasts ane washed by the sume waters, It was indeed obyious to common sense that 
there was no reasoi, cither commercial or political, for distinguishing between British 
interests in these provinces, or supposing thay the Russian control over the customs of the 
ports of Fars would be more objectionable to us than such quitrol over the custons ot the 
Karin, where the foreign trade was even more exclusively English than that of Bushir 
or over these of Baluchistan, which forms the aetwal Jad (rontier of British India, 

‘Two months after the conclusion of the loan, however, in connection with the proposal 
to place Mobamnierah for customs purposes under a Belsian otfiver, Lord Sulishury tole 
Hrupled fo Mr. Sprinig-ltiee, then Her late Majesty's Charge dAfaires, to. reminut the 
Persian Government of the engagement of 1897, and to ascertain whether any doubt 

sto the exclusion uf Mobammerab from the guaranty of the Russiat loiti, ‘The 
Persian Minister of Foreigh Affairs stated verbally, in reply to thin inquiry, that if 
Mohammerah was included, as lie personally thougiit it was, in the term“ Fars. and the

February 11.—Zedin Akils came in on invitation, 

Jurabi Akils wrote to the Resident to say that they were alarmed by the ay 
of British columns, that they bad been given to understand by the Resident that the 
intentions of Government were peaceful, and that, if so, there was no occasion for large 
forces appronching their country. 

Surreyor Lai Singh worked in the Lower Khalefi and Dubeni Hills, Surveyor 
Abmed Husen worked towards the column near Dar-al-Kudaimi under command of 
Major Ravenbill, und remained there to work under escort to be furnished by the 
latter. 

Februory 12.—Surveyor worked in the Mansuri country accompanied by the head 
Sheikh Salih-bin-Ahmad and followers, 

Interviewed Zedin Akils, whose territory borders on that of the ‘Curks, and 
explained to them the objects of the Commission, They were evidently reassured, ux 
they had been given to understand, like some other Subaihi Sheikhs, that demarcation 
was merely a pretext for the interference of Goverment in their tribal affairs and the 
imposition of taxation, &e. 

Wrote to the Jurabi Sheikhs explaining our work and inviting them to moet the 
Commission to-morrow when it moved to Madin, 

Felruary 13.—Completed survey of the Dubeni country. 

Moved to Kublan on the W. Madin, in Jurabi country, accompanied by Sheikhs of 
the sub-scetions, between most of whom blood feuds existed, 

February 14-—Colonel Wahab and Mr. Fitzmaurice proceeded up the Wadi Madin 
to Mufalis, interviewing the Sheikhs and followers of sections whom the existence of 
blood feuds had prevented visiting the Commission, ‘The Turkish Commissioners at 
Mufalis informed us that when they had attempted to eross into Jurabi territory on the 
previous day their advance had been opposed by large bodies of Subaihi, who bad 
manned their border. It transpired that the cause of the ineident was that a tower bad 
been built (finished some two years ago) by a Turkish Arab on the Subaihi boundary at 
the northern end of the defile leading into Subaibi territory, and so as to command the 
source of a plentiful spring called Mola, belonging to the Subaihi and used for the eulti- 
vation of their fields, date-zroves, &>.,in the W. Madin, 'The tower had been the cause 
of constant fighting and bloodshed between the tribes on both sides of the border, with 
the result that no security existed on the main trade route, and caravans had consequently 
heen obliged for some time back to go by a more ditficult side road over a pass called 
the Nijd Rifad instead of passing down the bed of the Wadi Madin. ‘The Subaihi 
declared that since the arrival of some ‘Turkish troops at Mufalis four days previously 
they had mounted guard on the pass with a view to preventing any Turks penetrating 
inside what they considered their border until the British Commission arrived. On the 
arrival of the latter, they ceased to man the heights along which, aceording to them, the 
border ran. 

Summoned the majority of the Sheikhs and Headmen between whom blood feuds 
existed, and induced them to agree to a truce during the stay of the Commission in their 
country, 

(Eocond Torkiah Comtslasover, who bed been reaiored {0 Tels (Tausaty 294h/ fists) 
was reported convalescent, but still unable to resume work on the Boundary’ Com- 
mission. 

‘Surveyor Lal Singh worked in the territory of the Zedin and Shejefi (border Sabaibi 
tribes).

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February 15,—Mr. Fitzmaurice and Major Delamain went up the Wadi Madin to 
select a camp in close proximity to the border. Decided to move there on the 16th 
February, and requested Officer Commanding supporting column to move up 300 
infantry and two guns to the Commission’s present camping ground, where there was an 
abundant supply of good water. 

February 16-—Moved camp to a spot near Wadi Sanawi, some 2} miles from the 
Turkish camp at Mufalis, Survey continued to Mufalis, 

Invited ‘Turkish Commissioner over to arraige about writing in Turkish characters 
the 500 odd names on the boundary map from the W. Bana to Ras Namis under Jalisa 
on the Haushabi border. Also arranged that our Surveyor should proceed to-morrow 
to Turkish camp ani! finish the border survey on the Turkish side in the Kubati country. 
Estimated his work would take several days. ‘Turks arrauged to give him an escort of 
fone company of infantry. 

February 17,—Captains Zia Effendi and Hasan Effendi spent the day in our camp 
engaged on the boindary map. 

Received copy of Resident's No. 34 of the 15th February, 1904, to the Bombay 
Government on the subject of the state of affairs on the Haushubi border, alleged to be 
the outcome of the Haushabi Sultan’s misrule, as recorded in the Commission's diary of 
the 17th, 22nd, and 28th January, 1904. Wrote to the Resident pointing out that the 
matter Nad been brought by the Commission to the notice ot the First Assistant 
Political Resident, who is in charge of tribal affairs; that it was the actual work of 
demarcation which foreed this state of affairs upon our notice, and that the real cause of

‘hey hesitated about writing the words “Sclat Kataba” on the main Selat worth of 
Kataba, and on looking up their finsl instructions on the subject, mentioned in the 
British Aimbassador's telegram of the 6th December, 1908, and ‘supposed to correspond 
to the deseription in the Memorandum presented to the Porte in September 1903, it was

“overflow from the S. Kataba,” wag a wilful mistranslation or not, the result. was that 
the ‘Turks were impliedly instructed to call by the name of Selat Kataba the Selat 
lowing north of Katuba, as also chat flowing south of it, Undoubtedly some of the 
natives, while maintaining that the real S. Kataba (te, that mentioned in ancient 
documents as the boundary of the Amirs) flows north of Kataba, also called the channel 
in front of that place by the same name, 

‘As inducing the ‘Furks to restrict the term S, Kataba to the main channel north of 
Kataba ould have necessitated a reference to Constantinople and the delays inseparable 
from obtaining a fresh Trad, it was decided to mark both Selats as the Selat Kataba on 
the boundary map. 

February 19.—Political Resident, Aden, arrived. 

February 20-—Colonel Wahab and Mr, Fitzmaurieo visited Turks at Mufalis, to 
arrange about our Surveyor working in Turkish territory to the west of W, Madin, and

March 19.—The Cadi of the Jurabi came to report that his endeavour to effect a 
settlement over the water dispute between the Jurabi sections of Ataw! nnd Matyahi had 
been fruitless owing to the fuctious spirit of the two Atawi Sheikhs, He suggested that 
both should be invited to come in ond submit to a decision by the Sharia Lav, under pain 
of being imprisoned, or even being deported to Aden, in the event of their velusing to

Thave therefore devoted much thought to this sattes e made neces 
sary inquities from my officers, and I find that the cession of thia land on these frontiors 
should ot be considered to" emanate from Calsnol MeMakon, nor ean the cause be 
Attributed to hitn. On the contrary, it is the result of Afghan neglect ; for, when the 
boundary was settled by Gener Goldsmid, the Afghans should hve erected proper 
uinrks and boundary pillars in accordanco with the fine drawn up on the map proneced 
by Geueral Goldsmid, so that future disputes or quarrels regarding the limits might be 
obviated ; and their respective limits would be recognized by the people on both sides :

The position has been reversed, and Persian subjects have taken posscasion of the 
said frontiers and have occupied them. If Colonel’ McMahon, it eonsideration of the 
relations of friendship and uuity between the iMustrious Government, and the Govern. 
nent of Afichanistan, had attemipted to secure the rights of the subjects of Afghanistan, 
avd iad adhered to the settlement of the map prepared hy Goldsmid, which it wae 
necessary for him to do, the Persian Government (sho cvrwider the teritory thelr own, 
ast has een occupied by their subjects), no doubt would have referred the matter te 

tor from the Russian Government, If Russian officer had grained a footing

He is agent for the Moin-ul-Tujjar, He has travelled over the greater part of India, 
including the Native States of Central India, ‘ 

His son, Mushir-ul-Pujjar, ie about 21 years old, and left last November, vid India

aand Egypt, for Mecca. He is to visit England and return by Constantinople and 
Russia, "This young man is a worthy son of his father, and his development is watched 
swith some apprehension, ‘The father has some moments of remorse, the son none. He 
4s agent for the Persian line of steamers at Mohammerah. 

The Reis-ul-Tajjar has an interest in the English carrying trade on the Karun in 
the form of an annual subsidy of 4,000 krans; at the expiration of the present agree- 
meut, in two years, this may be altered by Messrs. Lynch Brothers to a fee for each 
packoge carried by their steamers, It is very necessary that the Refs-ul-Tujjar’s. great 
influence with the Sheikh of Mobammerah and in Arabisian should be used on our side, 
Tt is impossible to say, as yet, whether his son will take his place, 

ie Sheikh of Mobammerah has extended his power, in a yery marked manner, 
beyond that of his late brother, ‘There are now few signs of Persian authority south of 
Band-i-Kir to the border of Fars. ‘Che Governor of Arabistan does not appear at 
‘Aliwaz, nor is there a Karguzar there, as was the ease in 1807, when T was last in the 
country, ‘The Sheikh now nominates the Governors of Ahwaz and Mashnr, and controls 
the Chaal Arabs of Fellabieb, whose Chicf is under surveillance at Mohammerah, 

T have not seen enovgh of the Sheikh to form an opinion as to his real character, 
But this extension of his authority must have been brought about. by the exercise of a 
fixed purpose and great ability; perhaps this may be looked for in tho direction of the 
Reis-ulTujjar; though the negotiations with the Arabs must aye been earried out by 
Mirza Hamza, 

"Phe Sheikh’s territory stretches apparently along the const as far as Shab Abdul 
Shab, a few miles west of Dilani; his authority over this const is of great importauee to 
us. He has also bought Zeitun, in conjunction with the Bakhtiari Chiefs, He has 
intimate relations with these Chiefs, and may have come to an nnderstanding with them 
for matual defence, 

His frontier marches with that of the Bakhtiaris fiom the Jatitude of Band-i-Rir to 
south of Ran Hormuz. do not know exactly where it lies towards the Kuhgelu tribes, 
Dut the whole is remarkably safo owing to their combined authority, and there appears to 
bbe sow no raiding in that direction. 

‘The Sheikh's authority is not established towards Hawizel and the Karkhah in the 
‘same minner as it is on the loft bank of the Karun ; but his operations against the Beni 
Taal, if evor carried out, may extend his power in that quarter, hough the nebulous 
state of the Turkish and Persian borders will always tond to insecurity 

He lins done much for the suppression of piracy on the Shat-el-Arab, and the safety 
of the roads, and the Karun River in Arabistan ; with encouragenient, and to please the 
British Goverment, he would do more, He can give us great assistance in matters 
affecting our Karun trade. ‘The wheat embargo lias beon lately enforced, probably 
owing to his instigation, He would, I imagine, use his influence against such medieval 
restrictions if we asked him to do so. ‘The opening of the roads from Huwizeh to Abwax 
and Mohammerah could also bo arranged for by him; 

‘The Sheikh could also oppose the running on the Karun of steamers other than 
English ones, and seriously hamper such schemesas the iirization projects of the Duteh 
‘engineer now deputed from 'ebran to the Karup. His ownership of the river banks is 
ff great iunportance to the above, and also with reference to the starting point of the 
Kburamabad road from Nasiti, 

‘he Sheikh of Mohammerah has been allowed by the Persian Government to attain 
ior power than is likely to be tolerated much longer, and his position is quite at 
variance with their policy. If his immunity is due to the weakness of tho present Shah 
Hoes nov at all follow that tho Vallahd will not institute quite a diferent régime on 
coming to the throne. 

We incur no danger of disturbing our relations with ‘Tehran in. guaranteeing: him 
against his own Government so long as we do not appear in the matter till they actually 
move against him, Such a guarantee will merely give him the confidence he requires 
to enable him to negotiate or act in certain eventualities in such a manner as to induce 
the Persian Government to leave him alone, He could be required to submit, his 
proposed action, and the reasons for it, to us for sanction. 

‘So long ax we allow no operations by sea, and the Persian army remains in ite 
present state of decay, be can hold his own, int, if necessary, we could prevent any 
hetion against him with an objection to any alteration in the existing state of uffairs on 
the Karun on the pretext of damage to establish trade, 

"Any reorganization of the Persian army and an increase in the number of men and 
guns at Mobammerah and Nasiti, or of the Persian vessels available to coerce the Sheikh 
‘at Mobammeral, would alter his position of security. 
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There is, I believe, a general impréssion that the Sheikh is not open to attack, He 
is, on the contrary, accessible from every side, 

‘The Karan and Jerrahi Rivers afford an excellent line of advance from both north and 
south, As the country between those streams is practically waterless, except. between 
Mohiammerah and Welahieh, the camps, flocks, and herds of the Arab tribes are concen- 
trated on the river banks aud easily accessible, 

‘The centre of the Arab power does not now, as in former times, lie at Hawizeb or 
Felabich, which were comparatively secure ; it is at Mohammeral, where tio Persian 
sleemers are constantly anchored and may be supplemented by steamers of the Belgian 
Customs Administration, 

‘We have at present no one to interfere with any arrangements we may wish to make 
nitl the Sheikh of Mohanimerali, but we may not be so favourably situated much longer. 
He hing as yet derived no tangible benefit from his relations with us. If the guarantee 
ho asks for is granted him, he might also be given a subsidy for guarding the projected 
Kiuramabad road ay far as Susa, and paid for the sowars le now maintains on the 
Baklitiort rond from Nasiti to the border, 

‘The Sheikh has lately repaid the money he borrowed from Messrs. Lynch Brothers ; 
a favourable opportunity may now occur to lend him money at a lower rate of interest, 
‘Though wealthy, he is sometimes in want of money before the date harvest is sold. as his 
expenses are very Inrge,

I quote below a letter received by me from a Mr, Carron-Roberts, whom I asked. 
some time ago to send me some account of tle proceedings of the Dutch Engineer 
Yon Rogen, who was deputed by the Persian Government to report upon the Shuster 
Dam, &e,, and is now in Arabistan, 

Mr. Carrou-Roberts secompanied Yon Rogen and the Dutch Minister from ‘Tehran 
to Shuster. I saw him at Nasiri, He had had a violent quarrel vith the Duteh 
Minister, and left the party at Shuster. He left about the 15th January for India, and 
the letter T quote as sent mo from Bombay >— 

“Lam glad to give you what particulars I could gather about the Karun affair, 
‘The inner detail M, von Rogen daily wrote down for dispatch to the Mushir-ud-Dowleh 
in Tehran, and this, of course, I did not see.

Here, as everywhere else, we were well received and every assistance given us, The 
authority of the Sheikh of ‘Mobammerah appears to be firmly establ shed in this country, 
which a few years ago was independent ‘of him. The Arab sowars he had sent with us, 
The were men of good standing, appeared to be able to get anything they wished done 
without hesitation. 

Tae farmed that the raids of the Kubgelu tribes lad beon entirely stopped for 
some years bythe Shah of Mobammersh; apparently some quarreling sill goes on 
‘between the Bakhtiaris and Arabs. The Sheikh ‘of Mohammerah is joint owner of 
Yeitun with the Bakhtiari Khans. The tendency no doubt will be for him and the 
Tekivioris to absorb everything that lies between their respective jurisdictions, And 
unless the Persian Government is alarmed, the Sheikh of Mohammerah and the 
Bakhtiaris will acquire the whole of ‘Arabistan outside the towns of Shuster and Dizful 
‘and the villages owned by the richer men ‘of those towns'in their vicinity, 

‘Mashur was, previous to the arrival of the Belgian Customs Administration, the 
chief place of import for the arms'trade in Arabistan, whieh is now stopped apparently 
at this point. 

"The Mashur Creek is ascended by small boats to within 2 miles of the town, and. 
by lane sea-going buggnlows to within 24 miles, ‘The drainage of the desert to the 
head of the ereek skirts the west side of the town ‘and crosses the road to the creek 
wh of it, which consequently becomes very heavy after rain, ‘The Janding-place and 
approach to it from Masbur can ‘and would have to’ be improved if used for the disein- 
tation of troops.
